Although no one was harmed or present in the office during the break-in, Norton 
explained that wires to her state office were tampered with, causing a total loss of power 
to the building. During the closure, Rep. Norton will continue to serve her constituents to 
the best of her ability while working to restore her office to full-working order.	
  
 	
  
"My first concern will always be the safety of our citizens, my legislative assistant and 
myself as the representative of District 3,” added Norton. “I have faith that our law 
enforcement agencies will complete a full investigation and bring the responsible 
person(s) to justice.”
